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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 2/21/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that cited reference Discenzo fail to disclose a 
temperature sensor for contactless determination and/or measurement of heat that 
radiates from a machine component. 

The Examiner submit that cited Discenzo discloses "Alternatively, the 
temperature sensors may be mounted into the motor end brackets near t he bearing 
components." (see col. 4, lines 45-47), the sensors physically do not contact with the 
bearing components by mounted sensors on the end bracket near (contactless) bearing 
components. Therefore, Discenzo read on the claimed language as recited in 1 . 

Regarding the subject matter "infrared measuring system" is well-known the art. 
For evidence, the following prior arts teaching "infrared measuring system".

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Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "rotating 
component and component operating under voltage" "an infrared measuring system" 
"an operating parameter" as recited in claims 3-4,6-9 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Discenzo et al. (US591 7428). 

Regarding claim 1, Discenzo et al. disclose an electric machine, comprising: a 
heat-generating machine component , and a temperature sensor ( 82,84,86) 
constructed as temperature radiation detector for contactless determination and/or 
measurement of heat radiating from the machine component for ascertaining an 
absolute temperature. 

Regarding claim 2, Discenzo et al. disclose the machine component is a 
member selected from the group consisting of stator, rotor, winding, winding 
overhang, and bearing assembly (70,72). 

Regarding claim 3, Discenzo et al. disclose the machine component is at least 
one member selected from the group consisting of rotating component and component 
operating under voltage. 

Regarding claims 4,10 Discenzo et al. disclose the radiation detector includes an 
infrared measuring system. 

Regarding claim 5, Discenzo et al. disclose comprising a housing defining an 
interior space for accommodating the machine component, with the temperature 
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radiation detector disposed in the interior space, and an evaluation device receiving 
information from the temperature radiation detector at predetermined time instances for 
establishing a thermographic image of the electric machine. 

Regarding claim 6, Discenzo et al. disclose the evaluation device is constructed 
for modifying an operating parameter of the machine component in response to the 
information inputted from the temperature radiation detector. 

Regarding claim 7, Discenzo et al. disclose the machine component is a rotating 
component, said operating parameter being a rotation speed of the rotating component. 

Regarding claim 8, Discenzo et al. disclose comprising a fan (74) for cooling the 
machine component, said evaluation device being constructed for modifying an

operating parameter of the fan in response to the information inputted from the 
temperature radiation detector. 

Regarding claim 9, Discenzo et al. disclose the operating parameter is a 
rotation speed of the fan.
